The non- 
commK'iioned officers fire primarily re- 
sponsible for the discipline and good con- 
duct of the men; they are appointed to 
their positions for the very purpose ot 
preserving- this discipline and good con- 
duat, and of detecting and securing the 
punishment of every enlisted man who 
does what is wrong. 
It is \Ital for the army to b« imbued 


ivltu the spiiit \vhich will make every 
man in it, and above all, the officers and 
noncommissioned officers, feel it a. mat- 
ter of highest obligation to discover and 
punish, and not to shield, the criminal 
in uniform 
Yet some of the noncom- 
missioned officers and many of the men

possible to ascertain the actual num- 
ber of dead and injured, but officers 
of the boat who arrived here state 
that not less than 10 nor more than 
16 were killed. The probabilities are 
that a like number were injured. 
The accident occuierd at Gold Dust 
Landing, about 17 miles south of 
Vicksburg. T^e Scovell was at the 
landing taking on freight when sud- 
denly a ternflc explosion occurred, 
and the boat was blown practically to 
atoms. 
Many of the timbers were 


thrown hundreds of yards and some 
of those aboard were blown almost to 
splinters, and other parts of the boat 
weie so badly damaged that she be- 
gan to sink immediately. When the 
Cordill If ft her she was listing heavily 
and her cargo of 1,000 sacks of cotton 
seed and 85 bales of cotton will be 
lost
